Towns remain funded at pre-recession levels

TEWKSBURY/WILMING- \ 


TON - In his proposed $36.4 
billion 2015 budget, 
Governor Patrick proposes a 
spending increase of 4.9 per- 
cent, but offers only modest 
increases in educational 
funding to towns, and not 
one penny more in unre- 
stricted government aid. 
Chapter 70 funds, which 
cities and towns use for edu- 
cation, will increase in 
Tewksbury. $160,801 to $12.727 
million and in Wilmington 
$148,229 to $10.891 million. 
Those figures represent 1.26 
percent and 1.36 percent 
increases respectively. 
Unrestricted General 
Government Aid (UGGA), 
however, will not increase a 


penny in either town. 

In other areas of state aid, 
charter school reimburse- 
ments are down in 
Tewksbury, dropping $56,234, 
meaning fewer students ‘are 
leaving the district for a 
charter school. 
Wilmington’s charter school 
reimbursement is up slightly 
by just $2,319. Veterans aid 
is increased in both towns a 
little over $20,000 each, or 
between six and nine per: 
cent. 

“This budget is a balanced, 
responsible budget that sup- 
ports our growth strategy of 
investing in education, inno- 
vation and infrastructure to 
create jobs and opportunity 
in the near term and 
strengthen our

For Former Yentile Farm 


WILMINGTON - The public 
is invited to a design work- 
shop for the creation of a 
recreational facility at the 
Yentile Farm _ property. 
Residents and other inter- 
ested parties are encour- 
aged to attend and offer 
their input and feedback on 
their vision for the develop- 
ment of the site for recre- 
ation and open space. The 
design workshop is_sched- 
uled for Wednesday, 
February 5, 2014, 7 -8:30 PM 
at the Wilmington High 
School. Light refreshments 
will be served. 

“It is important for 


- Wilmington residents to feel 


like they have a voice in this 
process through a series of 
public workshops so they 
can openly express their 
visions, thoughts, ideas and 
concerns relative to this 
recreational area and how it 
should be developed,” said 
Yentile Farm Development 
Committee Chair Judy 
O’Connell. “This municipal 
_land is for the benefit of the 
Wilmington residents and 
the community at large. 
Therefore, it is only fitting 
and appropriate that resi- 
dents have the opportunity 
to participate in this design 
process and throughout the 
entire project. “ 

“The committee is excited 
about the next steps in the 
design process and we look 
forward to taking this proj- 
ect to the next level,” said 
O’Connell. 

O’Connell said that the 
meeting will last for 1.5 
hours and there will be 
future sessions not covering 
the same materials which 
will offer a 
-continuation/update relative 
*to: ‘the project. 

+ Waterfield Design will lead 
*the interactive workshop, 
“which will be focused on the 
Town's vision for creating a 


new recreation 
facility that meets 
the needs of the 
community. The 
preferences for 
facilities and con- 
cerns for develop- 
ment that 
emerged from the 
town-wide com- 
munity survey 
will form the 
basis for design 
and discussion. 
Opportunities for 
active and passive 
recreation, their 
connection to the 
community and 
their impact on 
the site and sur- 
rounding area will 
be explored. Within an inter- 
active small group format, 
participants will be asked to 
express their vision for the 
Yentile Farm site and how 
they feel activities can be 
organized and resident con- 
cerns met through thought- 
ful design.

Skating Club. In its heyday, it 
had 1,200 members. 
O’Connell signed people up 
and collected dues of 50 cents. 
Many members never put on a 
pair of skates, but they were 
involved in the club in one 
way or another.

In the 1940s, Carl and Hazel 


Backman cleared a pond and 
brought up their family on 


skates. Before long, they 
became known as “the Flying 
Backmans.” 


They were soon joined by 
neighbors, the 
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athletic © 


Wilmington, home of champions : 


Galvins, the DeTatos. 
The club was incorpo- 
rated in 1948 and they 
approached the 
Wilmington School 
Committee for permis- 
sion to use the bog 
behind the South School 
as a skating rink. 
Before long, the old 
one-room schoolhouse 
was known as_ the 
Skating Club. 

There were no indoor 
ice arenas, no 
Zambonis. But 
Wilmington had a club 
with many willing vol- 
unteers who worked to 
build places in town 
that would flood and 
make for good skating 
— if the weather was 
right. 

One big annual event 
was the Silver Skates in 
Boston Garden. 
Throughout the 1950s, 
Wilmington skaters and 
their fans would throng to 
the Garden for one week- 
end in February for the 
competition, sponsored 
the Boston Daily 

Record. For a few years, 
George Spanos would hire a special train to 
take people to Boston for the Silver Skates. 
One year, the Boston and Maine Railroad 
would not provide a train, so George hired 20 
buses. There were 1,200 Wilmington fans in 
Boston Garden, from a town of only 7000. 

One girl who went to Boston Garden was 
Jeanne Ashworth. At first, she didn’t even 
know of the Wilmington Skating Club. While 
very small, she had been inspired by the folk 
tale of Hans Brinker and the Silver Skates. 
She learned to skate on a small pond on 
Lowell Street, near her father’s candy shop. 

The other name that was in the headlines 
along with Jeanne, was Janet Backman, one 
of the “flying Backmans.” 


On March 31, 1952, Jeanne Ashworth, Janet 


and Leon Backman returned to Wilmington 
from the North American Championships in 
Lansing, Michigan, They rode through the 
center of town on a fire engine and were hon- 
ored in a ceremony on Wilmington Common. 

Janet had won the Senior Women’s, setting 
a new record for the mile race, at 1 minute 
32.5 seconds. She also won the 440 and half- 
mile. Jeanne, racing in the Juvenile Girls 
division, set a record in the 220-yard race 
with 23.5 seconds. 

Janet and Jeanne dominated women’s 
speed skating competition through the 50s. 
Only once, though, did Janet beat Jeanne, on

They were not the only Wilmington ydung- 
sters in the speed skating scene. Their suc- 
cess inspired many other children to take up 
speed skating. When the tennis courts: at 
Wilmington High School opened in 1956, it 
would be flooded in winter and studentS-were 
allowed to skate during recess. While:>some 
kids would just dawdle around on the-iee, 
others would be taking laps around: the 
court, practicing their “cross-cut” moves.*) 

Some of the top skaters were: Jeff 
Williamson, who went to the Olympic tryeuts 
in 1962; Nancy Weinberg, north American 
Pee Wee Girls’ champion, Leo O’Connelt IE, 
Drew and Dana O’Connell, Clyde McKaba, 
David Zaino, Joyce Chinn, Peggy Carbone, 
Pat Fiske, and Janet Perry. Mike Weinberg 
became the World Junior Champion Barrel 
Jumper. 

Wilmington kids learned the ropes of ¢om- 
petition on ice. Speed skating was a rough 
sport, and skaters were known to gang.up 
and block another skater from passing. The 
lead skater, though, was at a disadvantage, 
using his or her energy to cut the wind 
resistance, to the benefit of the following 
skaters. 

Because of that, a rule was set awdrding 
points to the lead skater in each lap sof.a 
race. 

Clyde McKaba, who lived on Woburn Street 
next to Jenks Bridge, played that game well. 
He won a trophy in 1959 despite falling’ just 
before he reached the finish line. : 

Perhaps he wasn’t the cagiest siete 
because there were plenty of real experts 
present, but Clyde McKaba gave just ds’ fine 
an example of skatesmanship as the writer 
has ever seen, Sunday, wrote Capt Lar 
Neilson in the Town Crier. 

In those long races, it will be noticed that 
no one wants to be in the lead. The skater in 
the lead takes the wind and is usually the 
first to tire. And no one pays any attention to 
a newcomer who breaks out and leads ¢he 
pack by a half a lap, for everyone kriows, 
unless it is someone like Jeanne, that skater 
will be too tired to finish “in the money.” 

The best position is second or third place, 
riding the air pocket behind the leader,:So 
Clyde stayed in third place in that long race, 
until he neared the end of each lap. Then he 
would zip out and capture the lap point .and 
then drop back again. Thus he won Six 
points. ris 

At the end of the race, he tripped aia fell 
flat on his face. The announcer stated he 

“slid forth.” 

But Clyde had enough points to win the tro-

Local Aid falls short 


»! overnor Deval 
rPatrick’s proposed 
: 2015 budget leaves 


cities and towns (and tax- 
payers) holding the bag 
once again. State legisla- 
tors will need to step up to 
restore local aid this year. 

In his $36.4 billion budget, 
Patrick proposes a spend- 
ing increase of nearly 5 
percent, but offers only one 
percent increases in educa- 
tional funding to towns 
(about $25 per student), 
and not one penny more in 
unrestricted government 
aid to Tewksbury and 
Wilmington. 

These state funds 
returned to local coffers 
help pay for police officers, 
fire fighters, teachers, and 
more. As pensions and ben- 
efit costs rise, unfunded 
liabilities loom, and both 
salary and _ operational 
costs increase, this level 
funding effectively forms a 
structural deficit. 

Further, projects across 
both towns have been post- 
‘poned indefinitely follow- 
ing the’ Great Recession, 
yet while tax revenues rise 
at the state level, local aid 
stagnates. 

In Tewksbury, the loss of 
a recreation department 
has been felt across the 
community anda new cen- 
tral fire station is desper- 
ately needed, let alone fire 
apparatus. Elementary 
School buildings are also 
long overdue for replace- 
ment. .In Wilmington, 
training and educational 
programs are needed; open 
§pace and_ recreational 
facilities are lacking 
{though the town is doing 
admirable work to make its 
‘Own opportunities); and 
development ' along 
Interstate 93 diminished as 
funding evaporated for the 


{ 
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Lowell Junction 
Interchange project. 

Even though state tax 
revenues are projected to 
increase by more than $1 
billion, local aid is not 
returning to pre-recession 
levels, putting the burden, 
once again, on property 
owners across our commu- 
nities - both residential 
and commercial. 

Massive educational pri- 
ority shifting to the 
Common Core, which 
requires expanded testing 
(more grades tested and 
more tests per year), will 
not be supported by the 
state, amounting to anoth- 
er unfunded mandate. 

State tax revenues are 
projected to increase by 
$1.14 billion, but it appears 
those ‘increases will go 
toward funding state trans- 
portation and educational 
initiatives, not local con- 
cerns. 

New taxes to support the 
Governor’s budget include 
new candy and soda taxes 
and the expanded bottle 
bill. Further, the Governor 
continues to rely on one- 
time funds (though less in 
2015 than in 2014), includ- 
ing the rainy day fund. 

So, when will it stop rain- 
ing in Massachusetts? The 
state must stop raiding its 
savings, especially as rev- 
enues increase, and imple- 
ment smart growth plans 
to cover necessary infra- 


structure improvements , 
over time. 
Most importantly, the 


Legislature will have to 
step up to restore pre- 
recession local aid num- 
bers and give our towns a 
chance to bring back lost 
programs and initiate proj- 
ects long left on the back 
burner.

Dear Editor, 

These are the words 
inscribed on a memorial 
bench underneath the shad- 
ow of an imposing tower on 
Prospect Hill in Somerville. 
Here in a lovely park on a 
hill, next to a giant cascad- 
ing tree one can reflect on 
the life of Janet Downing 
while witnessing breathtak- 
ing views of a city below. 

This is also the proud 
neighborhood that years ago 
was shaken by a terrible 
crime. 

By all accounts Janet was 
a light in many people's 
lives and all the things 
inscribed in the memorial 
are true. 

I recently spoke with 
Janet's. daughter Erin to 
learn more about Janet's 
life. I also inquired of her 
untimely death in a heinous 
crime. Erin's soft spoken 
manner and controlled emo- 
tion relayed to me in words 
and feeling the pain long 
endured by a her and her 
family. 

At the heart of the issue 
was a recent ruling by the 
state's highest court 
released on Christmas Eve 
without warning to Erin and 
her family that convicted 
murderers who committed 
their crimes as juveniles 
could be eligible for parole. 
The SJC had carelessly sup- 
ported the 2012 ruling of the 
Supreme Court in a case 
Alabama vs Miller that a 
sentence of life without 
parole may be illegal for 
juvenile offenders. The 8th 
amendment ‘prohibits cruel 
and unusual punishment. 
But it did so with an impor- 
tant element missing; the

question of rehabilitation. 

By a strange twist of 
events the SJC had come to 
the rescue of this belea- 
guered family in 1997 when 
on an appeal the court 
reversed the ruling of 
Somerville District Court 
Judge Paul P. Heffernan's 
assertion that Janet's 
attacker was a good candi- 
date for rehabilitation. 

The prosecution success- 
fully argued that the man- 
ner in which the attacker 
had committed his crime 
indicated that he could not 
be cured. This argument 
was amply supported by a 
battery of psychological 
tests and expert testimony. 

Now after all these years 
perhaps through a form of 
institutional amnesia the 
SJC established the notion 
that those who were juve- 
niles when they committed 
their crime could potential- 
ly be released again into 
society. At the heart of the 
SJC's flawed conclusion is a 
standard of rehabilitation, 
which though embedded in 
the Supreme Court ruling 
appears to have been omit- 
ted in Massachusetts. 

Erin and her family will 
uphold the beauty of their 
beloved Janet's memory. 
And they, along with dozens 
of victim's families, will re- 
affirm that the passing of 
their loved ones should vali- 
date the notion that those 
who take the life of others 
should never be given a 
chance to repeat their 
offense against humanity. 

But then again this is 
Massachusetts and such 
notions of civility are not 
universally accepted. Erin 
and her family thankfully, 
are up to the task to remind 
those who support this mis- 
guided notion that such an 
injustice is utterly intolera- 
ble.

The Future of Libraries

Are libraries still necessary? When I tell peo- 


ple I’m a librarian, one of the first questions 
they ask me is whether we still need libraries 
“now that we have the Internet. Well, fair 
etiough. Do we? 

In the past, libraries had a monopoly on 
information. Now, however, anyone with 
Internet connectivity has the world at their fin- 
pertips. This rapid and radical shift from paper 
to digital information has challenged libraries 
to find new and creative ways to serve their 
gti es 

- Many patrons continue’ to turn to libraries as 
their first source for “pleasure reading” 
beeause most libraries offer a wide selection of 
traditional print titles, and, increasingly, e- 
books; E-book collections have grown steadily 
and will likely continue to grow at an even 
faster ‘rate in the next several years. 

’ Libraries also continue to be a destination for 
beth quiet study and interaction with other 
patrons. In fact, the demand for quiet reading 
rooms, meeting rooms, and interactive spaces 
is‘ort the rise, with libraries reducing print col- 
Iections and repurposing space to meet these 
needs; 

» Wilmington’s library is no exception. For 
instance, a few years ago the local history 
room ‘was transformed into a small meeting 
room/tech lab; book stacks have been removed 
on both floors of the library to increase seating 
for'patrons. The Teen Zone was reconfigured 
this year putting the laptops against the wall 
and replacing the computer tables with multi- 
use tables that teens love to congregate around 
and that can also be used for crafts. Currently, 
plans are being discussed as how to best 
redesign the first floor in order to maximize its 
use. | 

Perhaps the biggest change in recent years is 

from libraries being places of “things” to 
places of “things to do.” For example, the 
Wilmington Memorial Library now offers lec- 
tures, workshops, concerts, networking events, 
and more. This past summer the Wilmington 
library initiated a successful Community 
Supported Agriculture pick-up at the library 


after realizing the town did not have an estab- 
lished pick-up site. And it’s not just adults 
being served—children’s rooms continue to be 
a beehive of activity and an important 
resource for early literacy. 

Recognizing that libraries continue to serve a 
vital role in the ‘community, many 
Massachusetts towns and cities are investing 
in their libraries. In the neighboring town of 
Reading, just a few miles from Wilmington, 
voters approved $9.8 million at their April 2013 
town meeting for renovation and expansion of 
the town’s library (the state also awarded a 
$5.1 million grant, bringing the total to $14.9 
million). What does this kind of money buy? 
Besides plans for improved infrastructure and 
book stacks, it is also earmarked for individual 
and group study rooms with smart boards, a 
reading room with antique fireplace and small 
café, a large community meeting room avail- 
able after hours, an art gallery, a computer 
lab, a teen area with lounge, a rooftop outdoor 
program space, and much more. It will be a 
beautiful space when completed and will serve 
the current and future needs of its community 
for generations to come. 

Libraries are no longer just repositories of 
information—rather, they are increasingly 
important cultural cornerstones, gathering 


places for communities to learn and grow - 


together. The towns and cities of 
Massachusetts would be wise to invest in these 
assets.

Just continue straight where the road appears to end 
and you'll find yourself on a well-worn trail in the woods. 
The area is not huge, but a half-dozen or so loops make a 
decent 5K.” 

Ristuccia also runs through the old water department land 
on occasion located between Whipple, Chandler, and Foster 
roads. “You can pick up the trail on Patten Road, Belt 
Circle, Avon Street, the end of Kevin Street, and via the 
driveway at the intersection of Whipple and Chandler 
Streets,” he said. 

When the temperatures drop, the muddier areas freeze 
solid, making it possible to walk across the marsh surround- 
ing the Shawsheen River, Ristuccia adds. “This area is what 
you see when looking west from the Shawsheen River 
Bridge near the Knights of Columbus building on Main 
Street.” 

A short hike for grade school children i is the Painted Turtle 
Path, a somewhat neglected nature trail behind the Heath 
Brook Elementary School. 

Ristuccia discovered many of these difficult-to-find trails 
on an open space map by MassGIS, The Office of 
Geographic Information on mass.gov. 

For longer runs, Ristuccia uses the Merrimack River 
Trail. “It's worth noting that the Merrimack River Trail 
from Rafton Reservation, through Deer Jump in-Andover 
and through Tewksbury to Lowell is part of the Bay Circuit 
Trail system. This section is in good condition and marked 
with BCT trail blazes.” 

Trail descriptions for Tewksbury-Billerica-Bedford and for 
Tewksbury-Andover-Lowell can be found at baycircuit.org. 

“Have a look at the Saunders Recreational Area sign 
between Funway Park and the Teen Center,” Ristuccia said. 
“It shows the former hospital parcels which were set aside 
for conservation and recreation.” 

To locate conservation land in either Tewksbury or 
Wilmington, search Openstreetmap.org. If you have inter- 
est in a particular Tewksbury trail, but unsure about tres- 
passing, call the Town Manager’s office or the Conservation 
Agent for more information on Conservation Commission- 
owned land. Currently; the town does not have a definitive 
resource for parking; however the open space and recre- 
ation plan is on the town’s website. 

“The good news is that these are items that our 
Conservation Agent and others are interested in pursuing,” 
said Director of Community Development, Steve Sadwick. 
“Hopefully we will be in a position to have these answers 
easily accessible in the near future.” 

Finally, for those who prefer to exercise indoors, there is a 
walking club at Tewksbury Memorial High School. Open 
until the end of the school year, between Monday and 
Thursday from 6 p.m. to 9 p.m., the indoor track is free and 
accessible to Tewksbury residents. 

“Many of the Tewksbury walking trails are not monitored 
or cared for right now, which makes it a challenge during 
the winter,” said John Lyons, Director of Community 
Services for Tewksbury Public Schools. “The walking club 
at TMHS is free, safe, with no threat of ice and snow.” 

Registration is required at the door. There are currently 
over 250 aoe registered in the club.

Going for a walk during the 
winter months isn’t as sim- 
ple as any other time of the 
year. You can’t just head out 
the door in a tank top, 
shorts, and flip flops. :A win- 
ter walk takes a little more 


’ consideration beforehand. 


Here are a few tips from

He was taken 
into custody without inci- 
dent and transported to 
Cumberland County Jail 
where he remains, awaiting 
his court appearance. He is 
charged with aggravated 
reckless conduct, criminal 
threatening with a danger- 
ous weapon, terrorizing, and 
creating a police standoff, 
according to a statement the 
Crier received from 
Lieutenant Christopher E. 
Sanborn of the Gorham 
Police Department. 

USM Spokesperson 
O’Malley could not comment 
on Santos’ academic record 
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or any disciplinary actions 
the university may or may 
not take against him and to 
her knowledge, Santos does 
not have a prior record of 
misconduct at the universi- 
ty. 

A report from the Gorham 
Police Department states a 
search warrant of the frater- 
nity building was obtained 
and two handguns were 
found, a .45 caliber Ruger 
and a Taurus .357 caliber 
revolver. The Portland Press 
Herald also reported that 
ammunition and marijuana 
was also discovered in the 
search. 

According to the Portland 
Press Herald Cumberland 
County Judge John O’Neil 
ordered Santos held on 
$10,000 cash bail, with condi- 
tions that he not use drugs 
or alcohol or possess dan- 
gerous weapons. Santos also 
was ordered. to stay away 
from the USM campus and 
its fraternity and sorority 
houses.

term,” said Governor 
Patrick. “I am proud of the 
progress we have made by 
working together and gov- 
erning for the long term 
over the past seven years. 
Let’s continue this work, 
inspired by our shared com- 
mitment to leave to others a 
better Commonwealth than 
we found. In that spirit, I 
look forward to working with 


the Legislature on this budg- 
et.” 

According to the 
Massachusetts. Municipal 


Association, a professional 
organization that advocates 
on behalf of town managers, 
selectmen, city councils, and 
finance committees, notes 
that with this budget local 
aid remains nearly $400 mil- 
lion below fiscal 2008 level of 
funding. 

“The governor’s budget is a 
significant disappointment,” 
said. MMA Executive 
Director Geoff Beckwith. 
“Cities and towns are strug- 
gling to rebuild their 
finances after several chal- 
lenging years. The fiscal 


2015 spending plan filed 
today would freeze unre- 
stricted local aid, provide 
only minimum amounts for 
K-12 education, and would 
underfund almost all other 
key municipal and school 
programs.” 

“T can’t understand what 
services the state is funding 
while they are not taking 
care of us at the local level,” 
added Wilson in an e-mail to 
the Crier. “If State Revenues 
are projected to increase 
and we’re sending more 
money to the State, then why 
aren’t those funds coming 
back to the taxpayers?” 

State tax revenues are pro- 
jected to increase by $1.14 
billion, but it appears those 
increases will go toward 
funding transportation proj- 
ects and certain education 
initiatives. The governor 
plans to increase funding for 
Mass DOT and the MBTA by 
$141 million to move cost of 
transportation salaries off 
the capital budget and 
increase funding for roads, 
rail, and bridges. 

The governor’s plan does

seek $57 million new tax rev- 
enue by applying sales tax to 
candy and soda purchases, 
which will be dedicated. to 
supporting public health 
services and infrastructure. 
He also proposed $40 million 
in new revenues in certain 
hotel room taxes; $20 million 
in gaming revenues, and 
$24.2 million by including 
bottled water and sports 
drinks in the bottle redemp- 
tion law. 

As in years past, an esti- 
mated $175 million will be 
drawn from the state’s rainy 
day fund, a reserve fund 
intended for emergency use 
only but frequently tapped 
by the Patrick administra- 
tion during the recession 
years to close budget gaps. 
Other one-time funding 
sources are tapped in this 
budget as well, including 
gaming licenses and federal 
funds. 

The Legislature will now 
begin budget deliberations 
over the next few months. 
The next fiscal year begins 
July 1.

Thanks to the Wilmington Public Library, all of the pre- 
vious Town Crier issues are on file and so easy to go back 
and do some research instead of flipping through pages 
and pages of books here at the office with many years 
incomplete. 

Due to the hard work by the dedicated people at the 
Library, I have decided to add a column to the current 
Town Crier pages, which will most likely appear once a 
month, where we go back in time and reminisce on sports 
happenings from years past. We also may relive some of 
those previous stories. 

So I have elected to go back over the past.10, 20, 25, 30, 
40- and 50 years of sports happenings from a span of two 
weeks (depending on publish dates) a from last week of 
January and the first week of February and it was truly 
incredible all of the things that I found. So I hope you 
enjoy this as much as I enjoyed researching and now writ- 
ing. 


2004 


The high school sports scene was buzzing, first with the 
retirement of then Shawsheen Tech Girls’ Basketball 
Coach and former WHS athlete Bill Ritchie. He had 
served as the girls’ coach for a 15-year span finished the 
season winning game numbers 200 and 201 before hanging 
up the whistle... 

...Over at WHS, brothers Dave and Kevin Paris were 
leading theWrestling team to a 14-4 record at the time. 
David was 21-7 at the time wrestling at 160 pounds and 
Kevin was 20-11 as a freshman ... 

...Point Guard Brianne Bozzella scored on a finger roll 
right before the buzzer giving the Wilmington High School 
Girls Basketball team a thrilling 71-70 overtime win at 
home over Ipswich. Bryanna Moroney had a monster 
game that night with 26 points and Ashley Vitale - the pro- 
gram’s all-time leading scorer -- also had a big game with 

'-20 points... 

...The WHS Boys Basketball team edged out Ipswich 62- 
59 and then head coach Jim McCune had this to say after 
the victory: “I think the officiating in this (Cape Ann 

1 League) is awful. If you don’t get veterans who have been 
around for a while, you’re in trouble.” 

Man, do we all miss him. 

Also that week, the WHS Boys Hockey team dropped 
back-to-back games to North Reading and Triton, a week 
after beating one of the top teams in the state at the time 
in Lynnfield ... 

...And also the WHS Girls Hockey team qualified for the 
state tournament for the first time in program history 
with two wins at the annual Martha’s Vineyard tourna- 
ment over Lexington and Falmouth which put the team at 
10-2 at the time.

So speaking of bad officiating i in high school basketball, 
this time 20 years ago is when I penned the articles talk- 
ing about the awful display of officiating at the 
Wilmington-Tewksbury Girls Basketball game. The arti- 
cles and controversies lasted several weeks and former 
Sports Editor Rick Cooke certainly didn’t shy away from 
giving a hand helping out a very young sports reporter...

But not Fahey. No doubt 
she must have been very 
proud of her accomplish- 
ment, and deep down she 
was probably happy to have 
the long quest behind her. 
But that was not what was 
on her mind in the moments 
after the loss. 

"It's really hard to talk 
about since we just_ lost," 
Fahey said, "but when some- 
thing like this happens, it's 
always a team accomplish- 
ment. I'm not scoring by 
myself, and I hope everyone 
looks at it as a team accom- 
plishment. I'm happy it was 
at home so we could cele- 
brate as a team and with our 
families. I just wish we had 
been able to get the win.” 

At the time of Fahey break- 
ing the record, it looked like 
the Falcons were well on 
their way to doing just that. 
Fitchburg had held the lead 
for much of the first half and 
when Fahey strode to the 
free throw line with 8:04 left 
in the half, needing one bas- 
ket to tie Dorow’s mark and 
two to put herself alone atop 
the record book. 

To absolutely no one’s sur- 
prise Fahey calmly sank 
both charity shots, for her 
ninth and tenth points of the 
game and more importantly 
the 1,476th and 1,477th of her 
amazing career, at which 
point she was mobbed by her 
teammates at center court 
as she ran back to play 
defense.

Resting next to the main 
rink is the Silver Lake 
Classic Cup, a contraption 
held together by tape and 
love. The main body 
appears to be a spray- 
painted Poland Springs 
jug, while the upper tiers 
are tin cans, and all of it is 
topped with a silver-grey 
bowl. 

Teams are assembled at 
random and grouped in 
two tiers. One tier is 
reserved for older players, 
while the other is put aside 
for the younger set. 

The Classic organizers

"There area lot of ube that will take on members, show 
them around the gym for an hour and that's it," said Pumps 
owner Al Tassel. "What makes Pumps different is we provide 
our members with a game plan." 

* Pumps recently opened a second location at 206 Cummings 
Park, off Washington Street in East Woburn, to augment its 
facility in Wakefield, at 60 Audubon Road, which opened in 2009. 
Tassel, who has 25 years of experience in the industry, operates 
Pumps with his wife, Sharon, who is the general manager. 

* "Most gyms have a failure rate of 95 percent," Tassel. "With 
the Pro Fitness Program, every new member gets a 90-minute 
fitness evaluation that allows us to provide them with a person- 
alized workout program. Then, our members keep elaborate 
journals that allow them to see their past, present and future. 
- You can see where you started, where you are today and where 
you're going." 

Pumps is on of the few select clubs in New England to offer 
Pro Fitness, and according to Tassel the only fitness center in 
the area north of Boston to offer the trademarked program, 
which was developed over a 20-year period. 

The club also offers personal training and registered dieti- 
tians to its members, who are able to train in a comfortable, 
nurturing environment that is exclusive to women. Pumps not 
only offers a wide array of equipment and facilities, there are 
also small group exercise classes, under the acronym "Women 
Training Fearlessly!" 

Even the locker room looks different, more like a rest room 
at a fancy restaurant or a boutique than one would normally 
find at a gym. In fact, Tassel described Pumps as a "boutique- 
style" gym, with appealing hues and colors like pink, lavender 
and yellow. 

The female-only exclusivity component is an important part 
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of the Pumps experience, since it allows women to train without 
being overly self-conscious. 

"I've owned co-ed gyms in the past, and it's not always a 
comfortable environment for women. And women's-only clubs 
are a lot cleaner," joked Tassel. "Women have different training 
needs and goals, and our facilities and equipment are geared 
toward their training. 

Indeed, the equipment and facilities at Pumps are varied 
and first rate.

Two short prologues set the 
scene, allowing us to under- 
stand the profound impact 
that the devastating events of 
911 have on Ryan, as a 2001 
economics student in London 
followed by 2003 active duty in 
Afghanistan. Badly. injured 
and struggling with his reha- 
bilitation, there are two key 
people who help him find 
‘something to run for': his 
doctor Cathy (Keira 
Knightley) and US «Navy 
Commander William Harper 
(Kevin Costner). The main 
action begins 10 years later, 
when Harper recruits Ryan as 
a covert CIA agent based in 
the heart of Wall Street. 

The development of the 
relationship between Ryan 
and Cathy is one of the film's 
strengths - there is a tantaliz- 
ing push-pull quality about it, 
resulting from the fact that 
she is unaware of the CIA con- 
nection. Cathy's interpreta- 
tion of Ryan's secretive 
nature arms her with cause 
for concern over his fidelity; 
the scene in a plush Moscow 
hotel when she surprises him 
is most endearing. 

The Moscow sequences are 
impressively shot, the plush, 
minimalist interior settings a 
stark contrast to the wintry 
exteriors and iconic. back- 
drops. Look out for a surprise 
when Ryan is escorted to his 
luxurious hotel suite - this is 
one of the film's most tense 
sequences, 

Our first glimpse of 
Branagh as Viktor Cherevin is 
unforgettable: we see the back 
of his head as he extends an 
arm to an aide who attempts 
to inject him with a hypoder- 
mic needle. We later learn his 
weaknesses are vodka, vanity 
and women. I love the dinner 
scene in which Branagh, Pine 
and Knightley each play an 
integral part: Ryan causes an 
unexpected distraction, Cathy 
is aghast and Cherevin plays 
the flirt. Branagh is terrific as 
is Knightley, who is as effec- 
tive as she is decorative. 

As the action escalates, so 
too does the frenetic nature of 
the music and the editing - at 
times to the film's detriment. 
There is a smoke and mirrors 
element about the technologi- 
cal aspects of the plot.

cle) what you have is a repli- 
ica. It is very realistic and 
mdny people are fooled’ by 
these reproductions. The 
term is often used, ivorine as 
it is a type of plastic or resin. 
T can easily tell by looking at 
the underside where it shows 


the molding of the piece. These pieces became popular in the 
1970s and I believe they may still be produced today. They are 
generally worth around $20-$40 or so. 
~ My hopes are that you do not give up on collecting, so I will 
try to help you on your two-part question. Some examples of 
sailor’s work called scrimshaw are: engraved whale's teeth 
(such as your replica), engraved or worked bone, fancy rope 
knot-work, wood and ivory carvings such as whimsies, cane 
heads, pie crimpers, pipe tampers, fids (made for splicing rope. 
Additionally, there were sailor’s valentines made with seashells, 
swifts (yarn winders), corset busks and many more interesting 
and beautiful pieces. Walrus tusks are engraved as well, often 
by the Inuit, but have a fraction of the value of a whale’s tooth. 
Scrimshaw started in the early 1800s and is still practiced 
today. A scrimshaw artist is called a scrimshander. He had to 
start with a raw tooth, meaning in the natural state with ridges. 
He spent hours and hours polishing it down to a smooth surface, 
and then he would start working on his design with a sharp nee- 


dle, and India ink. 


if you are looking to buy a scrimshaw whale’s tooth and are 
not familiar with how to tell if it is a real antique, then I would 
suggest that you seek an expert’s opinion.

But whether or not 
air ducts need to be cleaned 
remains open for debate. A 
quick review of air duct clean- 
ing can help homeowners 
make a more informed deci- 
sion. 


What is duct cleaning? 


Before. looking ,into the 
advantages and disadvantages 
to duct cleaning, it is advanta- 
geous to examine the process 
involved when cleaning air 
ducts. There are two ways to 
have the ducts.cleaned in a 
home:rotary vacuum brushing 
or high pressure air washing. 

Vacuum brushing utilizes a 
spinning brush to scrub dust 
and debris off the air vents 
and a vacuum to capture 


whatever is dislodged. 


High pressure air washing 
uses pressurized air blown 
through the air ducts. A truck- 
mounted industrial vacuum is 
attached to the furnace, and 
all of the air register vents in 
the home are covered. Once 
all the air ducts have been 
blown clear, another air wand 
is fed into the end of the hot 
and cold air supply lines. Dust 
and. debris is then drawn 
backward into the vacuum. 

Pros 

One of the more obvious 
advantages of air duct clean- 
ing is improved health and

hygiene in the home. Those 
prone to allergies may find 
that routine cleaning helps 
ameliorate the problems of 
sneezing and watery eyes. 
Duct, cleaning can remove 
allergens and dust. 

The Environmental 
Protection Agency says air 
duct cleaning is handy if there 
is a noticeable accumulation 
of dust and debris in ducts or 
if particles are actually 
released into the home from 
supply registers. If ducts are 
infested with rodents or 
insects, cleaning will make 
indoor air much safer. 

Mold is another factor to 
consider when determining if 
ducts need to be cleaned. Mold 
spores floating in the air can 
lead to illness. Professional 
cleaning may be the only way 
to remove mold and mildew 
from the system. 

Homeowners who have 
fireplaces may find the air 
becomes dirtier faster. That's 
because of the residue put into 


the air from burning wood and 
other fuel. This residue not 
only builds up inside of the 
chimney in the form of cre- 
osote, but also can form a 
sticky, sooty layer inside of 
ductwork. Cleaning the ducts 
can remove this soot. 

Cons 

The EPA advises that. no 
research has _ definitively 
shown that duct cleaning pre- 
vents health problems. 
Neither do studies conclusive- 
ly demonstrate that particle 
(eg., dust) levels in homes 
increase because of dirty air 


ducts. This is because much of 


the dirt in air ducts adheres to 
duct surfaces and does not 
necessarily enter the living 
space. What's more, dirty air 
that enters the home from out- 
doors or indoor activities, 
such as smoking or cleaning, 
can actually cause greater 
exposure to contaminants 
than dirty air ducts. 

There also is no evidence 
that cleaning ducts and com- 


ponents of the heating/cooling 
system will make the furnace 
or air conditioner work any 
more efficiently. 

Air duct cleaning is an 
expensive undertaking.’ On 
average the cost of such a 
service can range from $400 to 
$1,000, depending on’ the 
extent of the cleaning and the 
size of the home. 

Cleaning the ducts also can 
be dirty and time-consuming. 
Cleaning may spread contam- 
inants that were lodged inside 
of the vents throughout the air 
more readily. 

Some cleaning services 
will advise the use of chernical 
biocides to treat the interior of 
vents. These are designéd to 
kill microbiological contami- 
nants. The EPAwarns chemi- 
cal biocides have yet to be 
fully researched, and home- 
owners should be fully 
informed before deciding to 
permit the use of biocides or 
chemical treatments in air 
ducts.
